a w riter in Boston Cook ing School 
Magazine, some of whose clever ideas 
are here reproduced. 
The simpler the framework of the 
bed the better, as long as this be con­ 
sistent with strength, and nothing can 
be daintier or more cleanly than the 
chaste white iron bedstead with brass 
k nobs. 
Brass rods fastened at the 
sides of the bed mak e a pretty addi­ 
tion. 
From them hung chintz curtains 
to within half an inch of the floor.

Portland, Ore., Feb. 13.—'The sensa­ 
tion caused by the alleged connection 
of Senator Mitchell with the land of­ 
fice frauds has been increased by a 
confession made by Judge J. A. Tan­ 
ner. Mitchell's law partner, that in an 
effort to shield Mitchell he (Tanner) 
had committed perjury in concealing 
the date of a change in the articles 
Of partnership between himself 
and 
Mitchell. 
Fanner told the grand jury 
that the agreenu nt as it now is had 
lx*en signed March 5, 1901, when 
in 
fact a change had been made in De­ 
cember las)., when Mitchell was out 
here 
to 
defend 
himself 
from

charges of implication 
in the 
land 
frauds. The change had been made at 
that time to protect Mitchell from a t­ 
tack on the ground of his business 
relations with Tanner, who practiced 
before the departm ents at W ashington. 


M ade at

The ehange was made at Mitchell’s 
suggestion and provided that all fees 
earned by practice before the dep art­ 
ments should go to Tanner so as to 
not Involve Mitchell’s oath that 
he 
would not tak e p art in any law pro­ 
ceedings ¡n which the government was 
interested. 
It was agreed at the time 
that the change should lie k ept secret. 
T anner confeased the perjury to save 
his sen. whom 
the government was

L etter from S en ator M itch ell. 
Since this has come out a letter has 
been given out for publication that 
the government considers valuable as 
showing the line of testimony Sena­ 
tor Mitchell desired Tanner to give 
l*» fore the grand jury on his second 
appearance before that body. This let­ 
ter is dated Washington, Feb. 5, 1905, 
and it goe-s over the “facts” of the

The following are the earliest k nown 
examples of printing—two indulgences, 
printed usually on one side only of a 
single piece of vellum and two magnif­ 
icent Bibles. Of these one is k nown t.o 
be the first complete book that ever 
was printed by the wonderful new in­ 
vention. which, as the early printers so 
often proudly state in their colophons, 
produced “Jotters without the aid of 
any sort of pen, whether of quill, of 
reed or of metal.” 
The first piece of printing which Is 
actually dated is the famous indnl 
¡# ‘nee of Nicholas V. to such as should 
contribute money to aid the k ing of 
Cyprus against the Turk s, This indul­ 
gence lias the printed year date 1454, 
and a copy in The Hague museum has 
the date “Nov. 15” tilled in with a pen. 
Mr. Duff tells us that “in the years 
1454 and 1455 there was a large de­ 
mand for these indulgences, and seven 
editions were issued. 
These may be 
divided into two sets, the one contain­ 
ing thirty-one lines, the other thirty 
lines, the first dated example belong­ 
ing to the former.” 
This thirty line edition is shown to 
have been printed by Peter Sehoeffer 
de Gernsheim by the fact that some of 
the Initial letters which occur in it ap­ 
pear in another later indulgence of 
1489, which is k nown to have come 
from his press.—Saturday Review.

The question of how to treat a sprain 
is often raised. 
Everybody under­ 
stands the nature of a sprain; that 
wrenching of a joint whereby some of 
the ligaments (those very useful hands 
which unite tlie bones forming the 
joint) are violently stretched or per 
haps even ruptured. 
This k ind of in­ 
jury is rarely, except through unusual 
complications, dangerous in its nature, 
but it is certainly very painful and 
when of a serious nature may result in 
the perm anent impairment of the joint. 
Such an injury, if at all severe, is im­ 
mediately followed by mark ed swell­ 
ing of the parts, and prompt attention 
should be given anticipating the sur­ 
geon’s coming. The very first item In 
the treatm ent of a sprain is perfect 
rest of the limb until a doctor can be 
summoned. 
Reduce the swelling by 
applications of hot fomentations as hot 
as can be endured, changing aboat 
once in every three hours. 
If a piece 
of oilsk in be not at hand use common 
newspaper. 
Wind it carefully outside 
the hot cloth. 
This will prevent the 
escape of the steam and prevent the 
cloth from cooling. 
A good way to 
aave the hands from being scalded is 
to place the hot, dripping flannel In a 
toweJ, then, tak ing hold of each end of 
the towel, to wring it until the flannel 
is dry enough to apply.

Germ s cannot be as destructive to 
hum an health as is popularly believed, 
for if they w ere the total destruction of 
the orientals would have tak en place 
m any centuries ago, for am ong the 
m any peculiar and prim itive custom s 
of the semieivilized races of the Iloly 
Land one of the most loathsom e prac­ 
ticed today Is that called by w esterners 
“dipping in the dish.” The custom dates 
back to Biblical day s. 
W itnessing an Arab meal, one truly 
wonders tha t there can l>e any hum an 
beings left to carry on this horrid cus­ 
tom when one considers how great are 
the precautions deemed necessary in 
civilized lands both for the sak e of 
cleanliness and for check ing the spread 
of disease, for it is a collection of 
dirty and grim y hands tha t one sees 
around the one common dish of rice 
and beans or of sour milk which con­ 
stitutes the principal meal of the day , 
either in the homo or in the field. 
To w atch theso hungry beings set­ 
ting to w ork to devour their food, m ak ­ 
ing use of their black hands reek ing 
w ith filth and grime, is enough to tak e 
aw ay one’s own appetite. T rue enough, 
according to the .religious law s of both 
M oham m edans and Jews, it is required 
that the hands be washed before eating 
as well as before pray ing. 
Correct 
m anners dem and that the bearer of a 
pitcher shall pour w ater over the hands 
of each m em ber <>f a group sitting 
down to eat. 
W here the people are 
well to do both pitcher and basin are 
of silver, and a towel is carried on the 
bearer’s arm for the w iping of hands. 
Ordinary people simply pour the w ater 
over the hands, letting it fall to the 
ground and using the corner of the 
flowing robe for a towel. 
B ut even when they do thus “w ash 
their hands” before sitting down to 
eat the scarcity of w ater allow s only a 
so called “cat’s lick ,” and. as soap is 
an unk now n quantity to the Arab, this 
sprink ling of w ater over his finger tips 
does not really lessen the dirt on the 
hands, as tlipy are rarely washed a t 
other tim es, nor does it rem ove any 
germ s of disease that m ust inevitably 
have settled there during the day ’s in­ 
tercourse w ith animals and friends and 
neighbors of every class and condition, 
to each of whom a hearty salutation 
has been offered in the shape of m uch 
handshak ing and effusive k issing of 
both hands and faces, all of which 
would tend more or less to spread 
germs. 
W hen one think s of the num erous 
lepers in Palestine, who are allowed 
m uch freedom, and of those afflicted 
w ith m inor sk in diseases, who mingle 
freely w ith others regardless of the 
possibility of infection, w ithout m en­ 
tioning the appalling prevalence of 
ophthalm ia, about which there is abso­ 
lutely no care ov precaution tak en, it 
becomes a fearsom e sight, this m in­ 
gling of soiled and diseased hands in 
one common dish of food a t the sam e 
tim e and the placing of these hands 
w ithin the eaters’ m ouths after having 
handled food just touched by their 
neighbor's perhaps filthier ones. 
Still more repelling than this custom 
of putting one’s food Into one’s own 
m outh w ith soiit*d and greasy hands is 
the m ark of attention dem anded by 
Bedouin etiquette from a host to his 
guest. Before any of the group seated 
on the rough m atting around the wood­ 
en bowl of food on the floor begin to 
eat the host, w ith m uch ostentation, 
places his hand in the dish before him, 
and, tak ing out a good handful of the 
greasy sop, rolls it well between his 
palm s and. patting it dow n thoroughly 
into the shape of a ball, reaches over 
tow ard his guest and him self puts It 
right into his mouth, pushing it well in 
w ith his fingers. 
This is Arab courtesy and hospitali­ 
ty . and if the guest is well bred he will 
open his mouth to receive this d ainty 
morsel and thus accept his host’s m ark 
of favor. W ith this signal the meal be­ 
gins. 
Then, turning up their wide 
sleeves to k eep them wcH out of the 
dish, the company set to work hastily 
to devour the contents of the dish be­ 
fore them , and suddenly eight or'te n 
dirty hands are plunged into the dish 
a t once. 
There is an unw ritten law w hich ap­ 
points to each m an his own portion for 
“digging in the dish”—tha t is, the part 
nearest to his right hand—and it would 
be as gross impoliteness for him to help 
him self to that on his left as for w est­ 
erners to put k nives in their m ouths. 
Only one hand should be used, and 
w ith this balls are m ade out of the 
giensy mess, which are chuck ed into 
the mouth by a dexterous m ovem ent of 
the thum b. 
But rules of savage eti­ 
quette are brok en in the orient as often 
as those of good breeding are in the 
Occident, and so one often sees groups 
of men in Palestine eating together in 
a rapacious manner, putting both soil­ 
ed hands in the dish a t once for great­ 
er ease in more quick ly securing large 
m outhfuls of i iod. 
The Arabs have a say ing about any 
one who helps him self too greedily 
from the dish: “ He descends lik e the 
foot of a crow, but ascends lik e the 
hoof of a ca m» *l.” 
A meal consists of one course only , 
and all the different m esses are m ixed 
togetiier, w hether m eats, sw eets or 
acids. 
The only pretense m ade for a 
plate or a fork is the thin flat cak e of 
bread which break s up easily . 
W ith it 
persons sop up the fluids and vegetables 
and they dish up the handfuls of food 
which they squi*eze into the bread, thus 
m ak ing the latter serve for the outer 
wall of the ball of greasy substance 
which Is to be throw n 
into their 
mouths. 
It is then eaten w ith much 


' 
Ups and other vulgar 
sounds to dem onstrate to their host 
their thorough appreciation and relish 
of his repast. 
Not to do this is to ap­ 
pear m ost ungrateful and impolite. 
Each person, after well filling his 
mouth, shak es his open hand over the 
dish to throw back any grp ins of food 
which 
m ight 
have 
adhered 
to 
his 
greasy pahn, lest any be w asted! 
It 
would seem as though the fact of tlioir 
handling the common m eats would be 
disgusting enough, but it is the climax 
to see them rubbing off the crum bs tha t 
stick to their dirty hands into the bowl 
from \\ hence their neighbors m ust tak e 
their next m outhful. 
This process is 
repeated every instant until every one 
Is satisfied. 
Even in a land of such custom s there 
are grades of barbarism . 
Thus the 
more civilized A rabs consider it rude 
to put the whole of one hand into the 
dish and only use three fingers to te!p 
them selves more delicately to the food 
from the com mon dish. 
W henever 
they do attem pt to use table utensils it 
is m erely to find favor in the ey es of 
som e E uropean guest, and they appear 
ludicrous and clum sy in their handling 
of these m odern tools and not infre­ 
quently cut their lips w ith the k nives 
or prick them w ith the fork s. 
W here cups are provided the d rink ­ 
ing is done in common, just lik e the 
eating, for only one or tw o cups are 
considered necessary for the whole 
party . 
B ut the usual thing for them 
to do is to finish eating their meal 
w ithout drink ing and then all rise up 
and go together to the well and drink ! 
till they are satisfied. 
W henever there is m eat to be carved, 
or, rather, to be divided am ong the 
com pany , the host does this w ith his 
hands, but not w ithout 
abundantly i 
splashing the garm ents of the partak ­ 
ers of the feast as he tears the m eat 
violently asunder. 
The clothes of the 
guests are iu constant danger during 
tin* meal, for if the host becomes very 
genial and happy he is liable to have 
sudden fits of affection for some of 
his friends and, witli the usual exag­ 
gerated dem onstrativeness of the ori­ 
ent. will hug the victim with both his 
stick y hands or else will throw dainty 
m orsels of m eat tow ard him, torn off 
the bone especially for him, as a m ark 
of favor and delicate attention. 
A European once ask ed some natives 
w hy they did not use k nives and fork s, 
and one of them answ ered indignantly : 
“The idea of using m anufactured uten­ 
sils! 
It is an insult to God Alm ighty , 
who created our hands.” 
A nother ex­ 
plained tha t their mode w as by far the 
cleanlier, for he exclaim ed: “ How can 
y ou bear to put into y our m ouths 
k nives and fork s which have been used 
by other people? 
W e prefer tc saf 
w ith our hands, w hich are absolutely 
our ow n.”—New York Tribune.
